We vo al ready shown that the 
iwfangled Democratic party in Kentucky is 
the secession party under a new alias; but the 
subject is of such grave and immeasurable 
importance that we deem it our duty to make 
he showing more fall than we have yet made 
t. This duty we will now endeavor to per- 
form. 

On the 19th of January last, Mr. Grover, of 
Owen, the secession leader in the Senate of 
tie State, introduced into the Senate a set of 
resolutions with a preamble, as expressive of 
the views and sentiments of his political 
Mends in the body. On the same day, Mr. 
W. P. D. Bush, of Hancock, the secession 
leader in the House, introduced the same pa- 
per in like manner into the House. 

The paper was familiarly styled “ The 
Grover Resolutions”, and was supported by 
every secessionist in the Legislature and de- 
nounced by everybody else there. The men who 
introduced the paper into the Legislature, and 
the men in the Legislature who accepted the 
paper, were all known secessionists. They 
were all undisputed and avowed secessionists. 
That is to say, they were all original and ac- 
knowledge members of the secession party 
ofKflftucky. We dwell on this point for an 
^tant, because here is the spring of the 
movement for the reorganization of the seces- 
sion party of the State under the name of De- 
mocracy. Here is the Itasca from which has 
'-en the Mississippi of this pretended De- 
cracy, if we may be permitted to use lan- 
age so excessively hyperbolical. 

The paper in question, as we have said, was 
introduced into the Legislature on the 19th of 
January last. On the 29th and the 30th of the 
same month, a public meeting was held pri- 
vately in the Senate Chamber of the Capitol, 
of which the official report appeared in the 
r rankfort Yeoman of the 2d of February. 
The Yeoman was at that time the chief seces- 
sion journal in the State. The report as it ap- 
peared in the Yeomaa was as follows: 

PROCEEDINGS OF THE DEMOCRATIC MEET- 
ING HELD ON THE 2.T1I A.ND30TII OF JANU- 

At a meeting of the Democratic members 
of the Legislature of Kentucky, and a large 
number of the Democracy from various coun- 
ties of the State, in the "Senate Chamber in 
the city of Fran kfoit, Thursday night, Janu- 
ary 29th, 1863, Gen. Wm. Johnson, of Scott, 
was called to the chair, and W. P. D. Bash, of 
Hancock, appointed Secretary. 

On motion, the following preamble and res- 
"fions, offered by the Hon. A. P. Grover in 
a Senate, and by W. P. D. Bush in the 
ouse of Representatives, on the 19th inst., 
■were unanimously adopted as the sense of the 
meeting, to wit: 

In times of war, as In peace, the Constitu- 
tion of the United States is the supreme law 
•of the land. It prescribes the powers of the 
Government in it3 executive, no less than in 
its other departments, and it is the only legal 
bond of union between the States. 

The Federal Government, as defined by the 
Constitution, when exercising the powers 
granted to it, is entitled to the allegiance of 
■the people; but loyalty to the Government 
does not impose upon the citizen any obliga- 
tion to support an administration in the en- 
forcement of a policy unauthorized by the 
Constitution or forbidden by its provisions; 
but it is the duty of all good citizens to resist 
encroachments upon their rights, and to de- 
fend the Constitution of their country from 
violence. He who upholds the Executive, or 
any other department of the Government, in 
the violation of its provisions, is disloyal to 
the Constitution, and an enemy to the freedom 
of his country. 

The Federal Government, deriving all its 
legitimate powers from the Constitution, is, 
therefore, the creature of the Constitution, 
and has no power in any department to sus- 
pend any of its provisions, or throw off its 
restrictions under any pretence whatever. 

The maxim that “Governments derive their 
■"•-powers from the consent of the governed,” 

:e which we ought never to forget. It 
olves a fundamental principle of freedom — 
one asserted by our ancestors, and for which 
■they fought and won our independence of the 
British crown, and which we never can sur- 
render. It should also be borne in mind that 
-overaments were instituted for the protec- 
' ^ of life, Jiberty, and property, and that 
sudM^yail to perform this duty will, sooner 
orlaterl^fcgverthrown by an intelligent, vir- 
tuous, an^®urageous people. 

The histoiy of the present administration of 
the Federal government is a history of repeat- 
ed injuries and usurpations, tending directly 
to the overthro w of State authority and State 
institutions, ar J a consolidation in the Federal 
government o' all political power, and the 
erection upon their ruins of a great military 
despotism a3 tyrannical and despotic as the 
worst governments of Europe, to prove which 
■we refer to the following facts: 

The President has, without authority of 
Congress, suspended the writ of habeas corpus 
— thus striking a deadly blow at the liberties 
of the people. 

He has caused citizens to be arrested, trans- 
ported to distant States, and incarcerated in 
loathsome prisons, without charge or accusa- 
ion against them. 

"a has denied to citizens thus arrested and 
isoned, a trial by jury, or indeed any tri- 
and has withheld from them all knowledge 
or information as to their accusers or the cause 
of their arrest. 

He has subjected his prisoners thus held to 
barbarous and inhuman treatment, endanger- 
ing both life and health, and has required hun- 
■dreds of them so held, as a condition upon 
which they might be released, to take illegal 
■oaths arbitrarily prescribed by himself or his 
agents. 

He has attempted to destroy the freedom of 
the press by the forcible suppression of news- 
papers, because they saw proper to criticise 
the measures of his administration; and such 
as have escaped suppression have been sub- 
jected to a censorship wholly incompatible 
with freedom of thought or expression of 
opinion. 

He has attempted to destroy the freedom of 
speech, by arresting citizens who animadvert- 
ed upon the measures of his administration. 

He has caused to be arrested persons en- 
gaged in circulating petitions for the_ signa- 
tures of the people, thus interfering with the 
Tight of petition. 

He has wholly disregarded the right of the 
people to be “secure in their persons, houses, 
papers, and effects, against unreasonable 
searches and seizures.” 

He ha 3 interfered with the administration 
f justice in the State courts by violently 
: ng the judges to adjourn, and dispersing 
grand juries, and by breaking open jails 
releasing prisoners confined under regular 
Jicial process for felonies and other crimes. 
He has in some of the States (among which 
is Kentucky) forcibly wrested from the citizen 
his right to be a candidate for office within 
the gift of the people— -thus striking down the 
elective franchise; and eminent citizens of 
this State are now in confinement beyond iU 
borders for no other known reason than that 
they presented themselves as candidates for 
office before thg people. 

He hasjfrffrtered soldiers in the hou3esof 
,’itkmj^feainst their will, and not in the man- 
--^^tre.-cribed by law. 

He has permitted his troops to overran this 
State, destroying houses, and fencing of farms 
and lots. .They have sacked the houses of 
peaceful citizens, destroying their furniture, 
family pictures, carpets, clothing, and other 
articles of household goods, and robbed them 
of their silverware, stock, and provisions. 

He has permitted his wagonmasters and 
others, with armed soldiers, to seize the corn, 
cats, and hay, Ac., of our citizens for the use 
of the armies, without their consent, and with- 
out just discrimination as to whether the farm- 
er could.spare the articles or not— fixing their 
own price upon them, and making their own 



estimate as to thevalua and quantity taken, 
and giving no receipt or name whereby the 
owner conld successfully seek his pay; and 
often, when vouchers were given, they were 
so informal that »o money could b8 drawn 
upon them. 

He has permittee his officers and soldiers to 
entice slaves in great numbers to leave their 
masters and ownen, and to take them within 
their camps, and there, with bayonets, to pro- 
tect them from reclamation; aud when civil 
suits have been brought for their recovery, in 
many instances the process of the court has 
been resisted by armed forces, and the owner 
of the slaves maltreated and, imprisoned, for 
no known cause other than his attempt thus 
to recover and protect his property. 

He has permitted his officers and soldiers, 
without authority of law, to levy large con- 
tributions of money npon unoffending citizens, 
under the pretence of reimbursing other citi- 
zens for losses sustained by the casualties of 
war. 

He has permitted his officers and soldiers 
with impunity to murder peaceable citizens. 

He ha3 given his a»3ent and approval to acts 
of Congress appropriating and proposing to 
appropriate enormous sums of the public money 
to purchase the freedom of slaves and their de- 
portation to some foreign eotintry, and has in- 
vited the border slave States (including Ken- 
tucky ) to'.liberate their slaves with promises 
ot compensation from the Federal treasury. 

He hasset aside the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States by giving bis official sanction to an 
act of Congress creating a new State within 
the territory of Virginia without her consent. 

He has, without Constitutional authority, 
aided in freeing the slaves of the District of Co- 
lumbia. 

He has, in violation of the Constitution, by 
proclamation, declared free all the slaves in 
many of the States — invited them to vindicate 
their freedom by force, and sought an alliance 
with them iu a war waged against their mas- 
ters— a monstrous and iniquitous act, sanc- 
tioned by no law human or divine, finding no 
parallel in atrocity in the history of barbarous 
nations. 

He is spending large sums of money, appro- 
priated by Congress for the support of the ar- 
my, in feeding and clothing slaves stolen from 
their masters. 

In view of the foregoing facts, the truth of 
which cannot be denied, we do firmly believe, 
and solemnly declare, that any assistance fur- 
nished the Executive in the further prosecu- 
tion of the war upon the basis of his present 
policy, tends immediately and directly to the 
overthrow of both the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments; wherefore, 

1. Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That Kentucky 
will, by all Constitutional means in her power, 
protect her citizens in the enjoyment of the 
elective franchise; the benefits of the writ of 
habeas corpus; the security of their persons 
and property against the unconstitutional 
edicts of the Federal Executive, and their en- 
forcement by the army under his control. 

2. Resolved, That, by the Constitution of 
the State of Kentucky, “the right of the 
owner of the slave to such slave and its in- 
crease is the same and as inviolable as the 
right of the owner to any property whatever;" 
that “Kentucky understands her own inter- 
ests too well to be thankful for gratuitous ad- 
vice as to the mode in which she should m in- 
age them; and when she wants the assistance 
of any outside administration of her affairs, 
she claims the privilege of originating the 
suggestion:” consequently, the proposition 
made by Abraham Lincoln, for her to eman- 
cipate her slaves, is hereby rejected. 

3. Resolved, That the object and purpose of 
the war having been perverted by the party 
now in control of the Government, in viola- 
tion of its oft repeated and most solemn 
pledges, our Senators in Congress are instruct- 
ed, and our Representatives are requested, to 
oppose any further aid in its prosecution by 
furnishing either men or money. 

4. Resolved, That the proclamations of the 
President, dated September 22, 1862, and Jan- 
uary 1st, 1863, purporting to emancipate the 
slaves in certain States and parts of States set 
forth therein, are unwarranted by any code, 
either civil or military, and of such character 
and tendency not to be submitted to by a peo- 
ple jealous of their liberties. 

5. Resolved, That the act of Congress, ap- 
proved by the President, admitting Western 
Virginia as a State, without the consent of 
the State of Virginia, is such a palpable vio- 
lation of the Constitution as to warrant Ken- 
tucky in refusing to recognize the validity of 
such proceedings. 

6. Resolved, That Kentucky will cordially 
unite with the Democracy of the Northern 
States in an earnest endeavor to bring about 
a speedy termination ot the existing war; and 
to this end we insist upon a suspension or hos- 
tilities and an armistice, to enable the bellig- 
erents to agree upon terms of peace. 

7. Resolved, That — Commissioners from 
this State be appointed, whose duty jt shall 
be - to visit the Federal and Confederate 
Governments, at Washington and Richmond, 
and urge them respectively to agree upon 
an armistice for the purposes herein contem- 
plated. 

8. Resolved, That the Governor of Ken- 
tucky is hereby requested to forward a copy 
et the foregoing preamble and resolutions to 
the President of the United States, and to 
each of our Senators and Representatives in 
Congress. 

After discussing various propositions in ref- 
erence to nominating candidates, calling a 
Convention, Ac., until a late hour, the meet- 
ing adjourned to meet again in this Chamber 
to-morrow, at 7)4 o’clock P. M.

The meeting met, and, in the absence of 
Gen. Johnson, Dr. A. B. Chambers, of Galla- 
tin, was called to the chair. 

On motion of F. G. Murphy, of Nelson, the 
following resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed, to wit: 

Resolved, That Jeptha Dudley, George W. 
Craddock, Grant Greene, Ambrose W. Dudley, 
S. 1. M. Major, M. B. Chinn, T. N. Lindsey, 
A. J. James, and J. W. South be, and they 
are heieby, ap, ointed a Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, and invested with all the 
powers and duties appertaining to such Com- 
mittee by the usages of tho Democratic party 
of this State. 

On motion it was 

Resolved, That the Central Committee be 
directed to call a Convention, for the purpose 
of nominating candidates for Governor and 
other State officers, to be elected at the next 
August election, to meet in the city of Frank- 
lin on the 18th day of February, 1863. 

On motion of J. G. Carlisle, of Kenton, it 
was 

Resolved, That we hail with feelings of the 
liveliest satisfaction the recent Democratic 
victories in the great States of New York, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois, and we sincerely congratulate 
our Democratic friends in tho3e States, and 
the friends of constitutional liberty, upon 
these signal triumphs of the true principles 
of republican government. 

Several distinguished gentlemen addressed 
the meeting. It was 

Resolved, That the Frankfort Yeoman and 
Commonwealth, Louisville Journal and Dem- 
ocrat, Cincinnati Enquirer, and the press gen- 
erally, be requested to publish the proceedings 
of this meeting.

Almost immediately after the adjournment 
of this meeting, the Central Committee ap- 
pointed by the meeting issued the following 
call: 

DEMOCRATIC STATE CONVENTION. 

Frankfort, Jan. 31, 1863. 
Pursuant to a resolution of a meeting of the 
Democratic party held at the Capitol, in the 
city of Frankfort, on the 30th day of January, 
1863, which reads as follows: “ Resolved , That 
the Central Committee be directed to call a 
convention for the purpose of nominating can- 
didates for Governor and other State officers, 
to be elected at the next August election, to 
meet in the city of Frankfort, on the 18th day 
of February, 1863,” a convention of the Dem- 
ocratic party is hereby called, to meet at the 
time and place designated by the above reso- 
lution, for the purposes therein mentioned. 

It is hoped that the Democracy in each coun- 
ty will proceed forthwith to appoint delegates 
to said convention.

Here the movement for the reorganization 
of the secession party of Kentucky under the 
name of Democracy acquired a definite shape, 
Here the movement took visible form. The 
secession party at this point formally assumed 
the name of Democracy, and under that hon- 
ored name deliberately set out to reorganize 
the party, and to compete at the ballot-box for 
the possession of the State. 

But the real character of the movement was 
forthwith recognized universally by the pa- 
triots of Kentucky. From one end of the 
State to the othfr, the Union men denounced 
the movemert as a secession move- 
ment in lisguise, and warned the 
people that l was conceived and prose- 
cuted whollg-c the interest of the rebellion. 
The thin disgfae of the movement was strip- 



ped off everywhere, and its naked features 
completely exposed to the public gaze. The 
fair alias of Democracy wa3 torn away from 
the movement, and the hideous reality of se- 
cession was brought into full view. On this 
subject there was no difference of opinion 
an ongst the Union men of the State. They 
had bnt one opinion. Ail alike denounced 
the movement as a secession movement under 
the name of Democracy. 

We need not bring forward any witness on 
this point; but we think proper to bring for- 
ward one. The Editor of the Louisville Dem- 
ocrat, referring in bis paper of the Sth of Feb- 
ruary to this movement and to the meeting 
that had just launched the movement, said: 

We had almost forgot to notice the se- 
c-’sh gathering at Frankfort. Indeed, they 
were so quiet and private that the rest of man- 
kind didnt know what they had done uatil 
they published only what they chose to see 
the light. What they said in that private 
room, shut out from " the world, we don’t 
know. It is only from the unrestrained out- 
pourings in that secret conclave that the ob- 
ject at heart could be made out. In their pub- 
lished pamphlet there is a great deal against 
Lincoln which is true — true as preaching. 
They might have said more, perhaps, for the 
material is superabundant. But what will 
they do about it? 

That is not so clear. They are for peace, 
and so is everybody else; bnt they don’t state 
on what conditions, and they are everything. 
W e are ready to make peace any day that Da- 
vis k Co. will say that they give up their issue 
of dividing this country. We do not wish to 
let them know that we give it up; that they 
may have their way and take what they want. 

This is just what this State will infer is the 
object of these men. They are all original 
seeesh, so far as is known. Their counsels at 
the start would have sent Kentucky into the 
Southern Confederacy, and this State _ would 
have been the bloody theatre of the war; and 
their counsels now would lead to the same re- 
sult. If they had told you that they would not 
submit to either extreme, they might have 
talked about peace and not have been misun- 
derstood. Indeed, they are not misunderstood. 
Their antecedents show too well what they 
are at. 

They pretend to be Democrats, assume the 
name and claim the association of Northern. 
Democrats, and yet the material of this body 
aided in breaking up the Democratic party — 
deserted these Northern Democrats. 

Now, we defend these Northern Democrats. 
They were the party. They were right, aad 
we had the honor of supporting them through- 
out. They have been right ever since, and are 
right now. We warn them not to be misled 
by a name. The Union men of this State 
everywhere denounce the criminal acts of Lin- 
coln and his party, but they will not comprom- 
ise with disunionists. 

The Central Committee of this body call a 
Convention of the Democratic party. The 
names of that Committee show what the re- 
sult is to be if they can get control of this 
Commonwealth. These men will separate for- 
ever from their dear friends, the Northern 
Democracy, and join the rebellion. 

All they say against the Administration 
can be used by them. This Administration 
and its party have aided the rebellion more 
than the rebel armies. The loyal men of Ken- 
tucky will not submit to this Administration 
and its party policy. Whilst that is distinctly 
understood, they will not succumb to the re- 
bellion. We think there is power in the bal- 
lot-box to subdue the criminal purposes of 
both extremes. They are the genuine Dem- 
ocracy of this State. They admire the cour- 
age of Northern men who, in the midst of 
trouble and danger, stood up for the Constitu- 
tion as it is and the Union as it was. They 
intend to fight for it with those Northern pa- 
triots, and not for the purpose of separating 
from them. 

And, again, the Editor of the Democrat in 
his paper of the 10th of February, referring 
more especially to the platform of the move- 
ment, said: 

We have looked over a document put out by 
seme members of the Legislature, who are 
understood to sympathize with the rebels. It 
is an indictment against the Administration. 
The main point is omitted altogether, and 
that is the simple question, what are you go- 
ing to do about it ? This point is left out of 
the address — left out by design, we appre- 
hend. We find not a word in this address 
against this rebellion or its authors. 

It is nil right to far as this address goss. 
All the robberies and murders committed in 
this State, all the destruction of property, and 
all the indignities offered Kentucky liy the 
Southern Confederacy, are uutouched. Lin- 
coln k Co. are to be denounced in set phrases, 
but Davis & Co. are left to be admired and ap- 
proved. 

Now, Kentucky has one of three courses to 
take. She must submit to abolitionism and 
the policy of the Administration: or she must 
join the rebels and give upth: Union; or she 
must stand by the Northern Democracy, put 
down abolitionism by the ballot-box, and re- 
store the Constitution as well as the Union. 

This last course her self-respect dictates. Its 
success is possible, if not plausible. It in- 
volves no destruction of any right of any 
State, no subjugation or extermination, unless 
the rebels are insane enough to fight for no 
object. 

It is ominous that thi3 address is silent cn 
pointstso important — the very point on which 
the people of Kentucky want to be informed. 
They know all about the abolition programme. 
They know all about the demerit of these 
rebels, about which this address says nothing. 
They condemn both; and they desire to shun 
the calamities either would inflict on this 
State; and this address does not indicate the 
way. 

The indications are that the authors ot this 
address aud resolutions intend to seek their 
destiny in the dominions of Jeff Davi3. If 
they do not wish to join the Southern Confed- 
eracy, why don't they say so? If they want 
the Union as it was, why don’t they say so? 
Their antecedents would leave the public to 
believe that they are for secession. If they 
are not, here is tile place and this is the time 
to deny it. 

And, yet again, the Editor of the Demo- 
crat, noticing in his paper of the 13th of Feb- 
ruary a call for a primary meeting in this city 
to appoint delegates to the “Democratic State 
Convention” convoked by the “Democratic 
Central Committee” as exhibited above, said: 

The call is a misrepresentation — there is no 
meeting of the Democratic party about to 
take place at Frankfort on the 18th inst. It 
is true, however, that a small body of seces- 
sionists, who opposed the platform of the Na- 
tional Democratic party in 1860, and who have 
been active sympathizers with the rebellion 
since, have got together and issued a call for a 
‘Democratic — say secession — Convention,” to 
be held at Frankfort on the 18th inst. The 
whole movement is without consultation or 
co-operation with the Union Democracy of 
Kentucky. .It is, in short, a swindle, a cheat 
to delude and deceive the unsuspecting into 
the organization of a faction of secessionists. 
****** 
The meeting about to assemble at Frankfort 
in the name of Democracy i3 a fraud. Those 
who are endeavoring to get it up and palm its 
action off upon the country as the action of 
the Democracy are doing it under false pre- 
tences. 

This was said only five days before the time 
app< in ted for the meeting of the so-called Dem- 
ocratic State Convention. 

At the appointed time, the convention metat 
the Capital; and, having been publicly branded 
as d:sloyal by the Legislature in refusing to 
grant the delegates the use of the Legisla- 
tive Hall, filling in every respect if not ex- 
ceeding the character assigned to the move- 
ment by the Editor of the Democrat in com- 
mon with all the rest of the Union men of 
Kentucky, and being positively denounced to 
the military authorities by a number of prom- 
inent Union men on the spot as a body 
composed of notorious public enemies, was 
summmly dispersed by the commandant of 
the poit. The universal denunciation of the 
movement as treasonable by the loyal press 
and people of Kentucky was thus crowned by 
the coiresponding action of the military au- 
thority of the U nion. 

On tae 19th of February, the day following 
the dispersion of the convention, Mr. A. B. 
Chambers, an active secessionist of the county 
of Gallatin, who had figured conspicuously in 
the meiting of the 29th and the 30th of Janu- 
ary, moved in the lower branch of the Legis- 
lature o dispense with the rules iu order to 
enable him to present the subjoined memorial: 

To the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky: 

The undersigned, citizens of the State of 
Kentucky, respectfully represent: That they 
are ci'izens of said State, and legal voters un- 
der the laws and Constitution thereof; that, in 
pursuance of public notification, they and 
many other citizens and voters met at the 
Metropolitan Hall, in the city of Frankfort, 
on the 18th instant, for the purpose of holding 
a Democratic Convention, and nominating 
candidates to be voted for at the next August 
election for the offices of Governor, Lieuten- 
ant Governor, and other State officers to he 
elected at that time, in obedience to the Con- 
stitution of the State; that they and their as- 



socia'es are peaceable and unarmed citizens, 
and in no wise connected with any military 
organization; that they met in a peaceable 
anu orderly manner, and for a lawful purpose. 

They further state, that soon after they had 
convened, Col. Gilbert, the military command- 
ant of the post, appeared in said Hall, attended 
by a large military force, surrounding the 
building, and caused to be read military order 
No. 3, to the effect that information had been 
received at his headquarters that a large num- 
ber of rebel spies and emissaries were present, 
and requiring all persons not residents of the 
city or members of the Legislature to report 
themselves immediately at his headquarters; 
but stated that, for mutual convenience, he 
bad brought his Adjutant to the Hail, and 
that they could there and then report them- 
selves, and give satisfactory reference as to 
tbeir identity ; that no person present would 
be permitted to leave the Hall, unless by hi3 
order, until all bad so reported themselves. 
The Convention, then, with his permission, 
proceeded to elect a Chairman, and made a 
call of the counties of the State, the delegates 
present from each county reporting their 
names, and giving the reference as their coun- 
ties were respectively called. 

When thi3 was done the Convention was 
about to proceed to the business before it, 
when, to the astonishment of ail present, Col. 
Gilbert arose and stated that the further busi- 
ness of said Convention was “arrested;" that 
those present would not be permitted to hold 
a Convention within the department under 
his command; that if nominations were made 
the candidates would be arrested, and. if elect- 
ed, would not be permitted to hold the office 
to which they might be elected. He said he 
should preserve the list of names thus obtain- 
ed; that, in certain contingencies, they might 
be of great importance; that he required ail 
present to return peaceably and quietly to 
their homes, aad to refrain from ail “ seditious 
and noisy conversation /” that whilst willing 
to allow the “greatest freedom consistent with 
the times,” he should repress all conduct cal- 
culated to excite the people. He assigned as 
a reason for this extraordinary proceeding, 
that the “Conservative Democratic Legisla- 
ture of the State” had refused to allow the 
Cinvention the use of its Hall, saying that, 
had this refusal not bean made, he might have 
acted differently. He said the conservative 
Democratic papers of the State repudiated 
them as Democrats, and that said papers, as 
well as common rumor, assigned to them the 
character of rebel sympathizers. 

At the conclusion of these remarks, A. B. 
Chambers, Esq., the Representative from 
Gallatin county, presented to Colonel Gilbert 
the resolutions appended hereto, which had 
been adopted at a primary meeting of the 
Convention, as the resolutions which would 
be reported to this Convention, and which, in 
the opinion of said primary meeting and the 
committee on resolutions, embodied the views 
of this Convention, and requested that they 
be read, in order that the objects and views of 
the Convention might be understood. This 
proposition was declined by Col. Gilbert, who 
remarked that the Convention must not be 
holden. 

Without intending to reflect upon Col. Gil- 
bert, or question the authority of the Federal 
Government within the sphere of its consti- 
tutional powers, we, as citizens and freemen 
of the Commonwealth, submit that in the acts 
herein referred to, the constitutional rights of 
citizens peacefully to assemble together, the 
right of suffrage, and the right of free speech, 
as well as almost every other right dear to 
freemen, have been invaded by military au- 
thority, against which we enter our solemn 
protest, and pray your honorable body to 
adopt such legislation as iu your wisdom will 
best conserve those rights and protect the cit- 
izens of thi3 Commonwealth from military 
violence. D. Mkrriwktheb,

1. Resolved, That the political principles 
and views set forth and promulgated by the 
Democratic National Convention, and partic- 
ularly that held at Cincinnati on the 2d of 
J une, 1856, in the form of resolutions adopted 
and published to the American people as con- 
taining the political faith and creed of the 
National Democracy, are approved by this 
Democratic State Convention, reasserted, and 
again adopted. 

2. Resolved, As the leading idea in the Na- 
tional Democratic faith, we again assert “that 
the Federal Government is one of limited pow- 
er, derived solely from the Constitution; and 
the grants of power made therein ought to be 
strictly construed by all the departments and 
ngenlsof the Government; ana that it is in- 
expedient and dangerous to exercise doubtful 
constitutional powers.” 

3. Resolved, That this Convention, repre- 
senting the Democratic party of Kentucky, 
solemnly declare that they stand opposed to 
the continuance and further prosecution of the 
civil war now existing, for the reasons and 
upon the grounds set forth in the preamble 
and resolutions presented by Messrs. Grover k 
Bush in the Senate and House of the Kentucky 
Legislature, on the 19th of January, 18G3, 
which preamble and resolutions were unani- 
mously approved by a meeting of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Kentucky Legislature, 
and other citizens of tho Democratic partv, 
convened at the Senate chamber in Frankfort, 
on the 29th and 30th of January, 1863, and 
aie hereby approved and adopted by this Con- 
vention. 

4. Resolved, That the union of the States 
cannot be maintained and perpetuated, unless 
their constitutions and laws, not inconsistent 
with the Constitution of tho United States, 
their rights and interests thereby intended to 
be secured, and their reserved powers, are re- 
spected and held inviolate by the General 
Government, and unless that Government 
shall refrain from the assumption and exercise 
of urgranted powers. 

5 Resolved, That we will co-operate with 
such of the adhering States as shall concur 
in opposing the continuance of the existing 
war, and in the adoption of such pacific 
measures as may be best calculated to promote 
a lasting peace in the country and a permanent 
union of nil the States. 

6. Resolved, That we hail with feelings of 
the liveliest satisfaction the recent victories of 
our Democratic brethren of the Western and 
Northwestern States, in defence of “the Con- 
stitution as it is and the Union as it was,” and 
we congratulate the friends of constitutioaal 
liberty everywhere upon these .signal tri- 
umphs of the true principles of " republican 
government. 

The motion of Mr. Chambers was rejected 
by the House, and the memorial was heard 
of no more. The memorial only served to 
furnish additional but unnecessary proof that 
the convention was a purely secession body. 
The convention as represented in the memo- 
rial was merely the meeting of the 29th and 
the 30th of J anuary on a larger scale. Not only 
was the former called under the anspices of 
the latter, but the leading actors in both were 
the same; the platform of both was the same; 
and the avowed end of both was the same. 
The convention would have simply ratified 
and consummated the action of the meeting. 
This the memorial deliberately confesses. In 
short, the convention, as we have said, was a 
purely secession one. There was indeed no 
more difference of opinion amongst the Union 
men of Kentucky touching the real character 
of the convention than there was touching the 
real character of the meeting. They held the 
meeting to be disloyal ; and they held the con- 
vention to be at the lowest as disloyal as the 
meeting. Both were confessedly parts of the 
same movement; and the Union men of the 
State, without exception, held the movement 
to be treasonable. They were a unit on the 
point. 

Here, again, testimony is not needed ; but 
here, again, we think proper to bring forward 
a single witness. The Editor of the Democrat, 
referring to the convention in his paper of the 
24th of February, nearly a week after the dis- 
persion of the body, said: 

We believe, however, that the convention 
was gotten up in aid of secession purposes; for 
it assumed the name of the Democratic party 
as a cloak to its designs, hoping thus to mis- 
lead the people. Under the disguise of this 
honored name, its leaders and t'Upse who pro- 
posed to inaugurate this movement to benefit 
the South and take Kentucky out of the Un- 
ion, hoped to gull the unsuspecting, law-abid- 
ing citizens, who are tired of the abuses of the 
Administration in the conduct of this war. 

He also declared, in the same article from 
which we take this extract, that “the squad 
of secessionists assembled at Frankfort on the 
18th inst., under the name of ‘Democracy,’ 
were but the supporters and sympathizers of 
the rebellion.” Herein he unquestionably ex- 
pressed the settled opinion of every Union 
man in the State. The fact was really noto- 
rious and indisputable. 

Now mark the sequel. The convention was 
dispersed, and the movement for the reorgani- 
zation of the secession party of Kentucky 
under the name of Democracy, as respects 
public and formal action, was suddenly ar- 
rested. At this point but two courses lay be- 
fore the leaders of the movement. They were 
compelled to abandon the movement for the 
press nt election ,or else to organize secretly, and, 



selecting candidates in the main from the new 
recruits of the party with but a comparative 
sprinkling of original secessionists, quietly to 
put them in the field without the intervention 
of any public and formal action. In a word, 
they had either to throw up their scheme for 
the present, or to prosecute it by indirection. 
They unhesitatingly chose the latter course. 
It is not probable that they so much as se- 
riously thought of the former. And the course 
they chose they have pursued with energy 
and with considerable skill. 

The result, with respect to organization, we 
are not able confidently to state, though secret 
societies under the style of “Democratic As- 
sociations" have been established certainly 
in many parts of the Commonwealth and 
probably in all ; but, with respect to candi- 
dates, the result is at last before the public in 
a complete “Democratic Ticket” for the 
State, the candidates having been required to 
steal out to their places iu the ticket one by 
one or in little groups, as the stars appear to 
steal into their places in the twilight sky, the 
managers apparently considering that to al- 
low the ticket all at once to burst forth in 
constellated splendor might challenge too for- 
cibly the attention of the authorities. But at 
last the ticket is out in full. 

And it must be owned that the composition 
of the ticket fully justifies tho stealthy order 
in which the ticket was brought out. Of the 
seven members constituting the ticket, at 
least two are original secessionists, one of the 
two being amember of the Central Committee 
appointed by the meeting of the 29th and the 
30th of January. The remaining members of 
the ticket are new recruits who in general did 
not publicly abandon the Union party until 
tbeir character as Union men had abandoned 
them. We doubt if any men in Kentucky 
ever left the Union party and went over to 
the secession party so perfectly free from the 
faintest scent of Unionism as the more promi • 
nent of these candidates. They did not leave 
the Union party until after they were thor- 
oughly played out in its honors and its trust. 
Outside of the secession party, they are no 
more and no less acceptable than the original 
secessionists on the ticket are; and we pre- 
sume the same is true of them inside of the 
secession party; though perhaps there they 
ought to be more acceptable than the original 
secessionists of the ticket, because, whilst they 
stand on the platform of the secession party 
as squareiy as the oldest occupant, their devo- 
tion to their new associates is or is apt to be 
peculiarly stimulated by the spell of novelty 
and by the spur of apostasy. Be this 03 it 
may, they are to the loyal men of the State 
quite as good and quite as bad a3 the original 
secessionists on the ticket are. And justly so. 
By position and by doctrine they are all of a 
piece. The Ex-Union members of the ticket" 
neither disguise nor commend the wicksd and 
fearful movement at whose front they have 
been thrust. They serve rather to bring its 
true features into stronger relief and to invest 
them with greater hideousness. 

We submit to the people of Kentucky with 
a single reflection this outline of the history of 
the secession party of the State under the 
alias of Democracy. The identity of the 30- 
called Democratic party in Kentucky with the 
secession party is established. It is incon- 
testable. It is in truth notorious. Nay, it is 
self-evident. The so-called Democratic party 
hero is the secession party. The so-called 
Democratic ticket here is the secession ticket. 
It is nothing less. This fact is as undeniable 
as it is momentous. Shall the secession party 
with its ticket prevail at the ballot-box or 
not? If it does prevail, the rebellion, reani- 
mated and reinforced in the very hour of ex- 
tremest weakness, will renew the contest 
with new energy and with new hope, whilst 
Kentucky, trampled by armies contending in 
a strife divested at length of all - civilized 
features, and torn by civil feud as vindictive 
and as deadly as the terrible vendetta of 
Southern Europe, will exchange the relative 
safety and prosperity and the unshadowed 
and unequalled glory of her present position 
fer a wretchedness and a degradation all un- 
matched in the annals of this direful struggle. 
Men of Kentucky, will you recklessly precip- 
itate upon yourselves and upon your country 
this appalling doom? Are you prepared, just 
as the frowning clouds of war are beginning 
to lighten and the sun of a glorious peace 
seems ready to break forth, madly 
to shroud the heavens in a gloom ten- 
fold blacker than ever, and extinguish 
the sweet hope of peace in fresh seas of blood? 
If you are not, you must be prepared to rUe in 
the strength aud majesty of a true psople and 
put down your ancient foe anew. For one or 
the other of these two emergencies you must 
be prepared; because one or the other yon 
will have to meet as sure as you are living 
men. We invoke you iu this grave and 
mighty juncture to be true to yourselves. 

Shooting. — An unfortunate affair occurred 
in Slaysville, on Saturday, says the Eagle, re- 
sulting in the death of an Irishman named 
Murphy, who was formerly a citizen of May3- 
ville, bnt recently resided in Cincinnati. 
Murphy had been drinking freely, and pub- 
licly boasted that he had been riding with 
John Morgan for three days. A member of 
Captain Bierbower’s company heard him and 
informed his captain. When questioned con- 
cerning what he had 3aid, Murphy denied 
having made such boasts, but vrhen con- 
fronted with the proof he partially admitted 
that he had used such language. Bierbow- 
er then ordered his arrest, when Murphy 
drew a revolver and attempted to shoot 
one of the soldiers, the ball fortunately going 
into the air. He then lowered the pistol and 
was in the act of shooting Captain Bierbower, 
when the latter shot him through the breast. 
Murphy then staggered and wheeled, when a 
squad of soldiers fired at him, killing him In- 
stantly. The first shot would have been fa- 
tal. The deceased was at one time an ardent 
Union man, and it is probable that his boasts 
of having been with Morgan were merely the 
effects of drink. His friends say that his visit 
to Maysville was for the purpose of buying 
cattle. He leaves a family, and his death will 
be mourned by many personal friends. 

The Traitors in Indiana.— The Indianapo- 
lis Journal, among other incidents of Mor- 
gan’s raid, mentions that "Morgan knew be- 
fore he crossed the river who were his friends, 
and who had arms. Upon entering Corydon 
he showed a list (and so at Salem) of every 
citizen who had a Henry rifle or other improv- 
ed arm, and immediately sent patrols to bring 
them in. In Corydon the spy was a young 
man who visited there three weeks before, and 
returned with Morgan. At Salem, a deserter 
from the 66th Indiana boldly joined Morgan 
and was armed by him, but was subsequently 
captured, and is now in the Salem jail.”

Washington, July 23. 

The Richmond Enquirer, of the 17ih, con- 
tains an editorial urging capitalists to fit out 
more privateers to prey on Northern commerce, 
and, concluding, though our armies are disin- 
tegrated and we be compelled to carry on a 
guerilla warfare, which we are determined to 
do, if the worst comes to the wor3t, so long 
as a spot can be held for the government to 
rest on, or even if it lives as an itenerant, the 
guerilla warfare of the ocean can be waged 
and thus insure our final triumph. 

Let all exert themselves then to put a ship 
to sea. Let the Government redouble its 
efforts. The sea is our best element because 
we have no commerce to be harmed. Every 
true heart has sworn enmity like that of Han- 
nibal, undying with our prospect of years of 
war. We should put a ship to sea to the ut- 
most of our ability. 

The same paper has a money article review- 
ing the condition of the market during the 
suspense about Vicksburg, and concluding as 
follows: 

“The brokers refused to sell specie or for- 
eign coin for several days, waiting to see more 
clearly ahead, and they bought all they could 
at a slight advance in rates. 

“Gen. Lee went to Hagerstown, and made 
the market feverish. The Yankees commen- 
ced an attack on Charleston, aud the market 
became firmer at advanced rates — the market 
is now fairly reopened. We'are again becom- 
ing used to critical improvidence, and begin 
to breathe free, though rates are up. 

“The condition of affairs in Virginia, how- 
ever, renders it incompatible with the laws of 
trade for any advance to be made in any pro- 
duce whatever, for which we have to depend 
upon our own soil. Any advance, therefore, 
in the necessaries of life, raised within the 
State, would be most heartless, unblushing, 
and impudent. 

“Speculation in gold on the 16th was quoted 
77£(a,900, silver 700, sterling exchange 925; 
corn $10 per bushel; wheat $6.” 

The same papers contain accounts of the 
arming en masse for home defence throughout 
the rebel States. A meeting of citizens in 
Montgomery, Alabama, was held in the court- 
house, on Monday night, to organize the 
whole fighting population for home defence. 

General Maury has issued an address at Mo- 
bile calling on all able-bodied men within the 
limits of the city and county to organize into 
companies and report for duty, in defence 
against the threatened attack by the army of 
Grant. 

The city council of Columbia, S. C., on the 
11th, passed a resolution that merchants and 
other business men of that city close their re- 
spective places of business at 2 o’clock each 
day, to enable all residents of the city capa- 
ble of bearing arms to drill and prepare them- 
selves for the defence of their homes aad fire- 
sides. 

The Mayor of Charleston, on the 10th inst., 
issued three proclamations: 

1st. Impressing all free male negroes and 
mulattoes residing in that city between the 
ages of 18 and CO, and all able-bodied male 
slaves within the same, to finish the defences 
of Morris Island. 

2d. Ordering all business to be suspended 
within the city from that day until the safety 
of the city is assured. 

That all women and children be removed 
from the city at the earnest request of Gen. 
Beauregard. 

Some Atlanta papers contain an appeal to 
the people of that city to be prepared for the 
invasion of Rosecrans’ Yankees, who are 
said to be preparing a raid upon North Ala- 
bama and Georgia, taking Atlanta on their 
route. 

The State road will, it is said, be the princi- 
pal object of attack. Rome is to be fortified 
at once; ample means have been subsbribed 
for the purpose, and experienced engineers on 
the spot are ready to direct the work. The 
citizens of Floyd county are called upon to 
furnish hands to throw up defences. 

The Montgomery Advertiser urges the im- 
portance of fortifying all the principal towns 
in this section of the Confederacy without de- 
lay. 

"The Richmond Despatch of July 18th says 
Lee's army moved in the direction of Win- 
chester after getting back across the Potomac, 
and when last heard from was in line of bat- 
tle between Winchester and Martinsburg. 

The Richmond Examiner of the same date, 
speaking of the battle of Gettysburg, says that 
| many persons now blame Gen. Lee for attack- 
ing the enemy there, but we shall be slow to 
t riticise an officer of his service and capacity 
until the facts are better known. 

We only remark, that, while Lee is cen- 
sured for attacking an army little inferior to 
his own, with the advantages of position 
against him, Johnston is denounced for not 
attacking four time3 his number in fortifica- 
tions and position, by the side of which Get- 
tysburg was a play-ground. 

Philadelphia, July 23. 

There is nothing new from the Army of the 
Potomac. 

Many rebels are found wandering and per- 
ishing in the mountains of Pennsylvania. 

Many of the rebel prisoners who have taken 
tie oath of allegiance find employment in 



Philadelphia. They say the war is pretty well 
over. 

The bill to appropriate one million of dol- 
lars to pay the three hundred dollars for the 
exemption of onr drafted poor men was de- 
feated in the Philadelphia City Council this 
evening. All the Republican members and 
four Democrats voted no, and thu3 killed the 
bill. 

. The draft goes on quietly in this city; also 
in the State wherever heard from. 

The draft in New York will take place in a 
, week or ten days. 

A special to the Cincinnati Commercial, da- 
ted Washington, July 23, says the demonstra- 
tion of rebel cavalry shows quite clearly that 
the greater portion of Lee’s army i 3 in the 
Shenandoah Valley, near Winchester. Their 
advance yesterday was for the purpose of feel- 
ing our lines, as the enemy has doubtless been 
as uncertain of the whereabouts of our forces 
as we were of his. 

It is not believed that these rebel demon- 
strations indicate the resumption of offensive 
movements. 

It has been finally decided by the Provost 
Marshal General that a person paying $300 
would exempt him from that draft only, while 
if he furnishes a substitute it will exempt him 
from other drafts. Counter opinions have 
caused this decision to be again put forth. 

The Richmond Examiner of the 17th states 
that Lee made his Northern invasion entirely 
on his own responsibility, neither being com- 
pelled to make it by the people nor the Gov- 
ernment. 

Memphis, July 21. 

All quiet at Helena. The excitement which 
always succeeds an attack has subsided, as it 
I is well known that Price is in full retreat to- 
ward Jacksonport. 

The last warning which he received from 
our forces at Helena convinced them that to 
attempt to take it or to effect a crossing there 
was perfectly useless. Our forces have been 
hovering about his rear for fifteen miles out, 
and a number of de3erter3 have come in and 
given themselves up. 

The houses all along his route are filled with 
his sick and wounded, who are suffering for 
want of medicine and medical attention. For 
the past two or three days the weather has 
been exceedingly warm and oppressive. The 
river is receding slowly, but with a good boat- 
ing stage from New Orleans. Business is 
quite active on the levee. Government forage 
is arriving and departing for different points 
along the river. 

The Emerald has just arrived from below 
with 1,000 prisoners, who refuse to take the 
parole or fight any longer for the Southern 
Confederacy. They go north to-morrow, 
when they will take the oath of allegience to 
the United States Government. 

[Herald’s Special.] 

Washington, July 23. 

In relation to the situation of the armies in 
Virginia to-day, as understood here, it is ap- 
parent that Gen. Meade has the rebel army of 
Lee entrapped. He is evidently massing his 
forces to break his wny through to Richmond, 

J but will probably find it a more difficult un- 
dertaking than the one at Gettysburg. 

After all the delay there is now not much 
prospect of Lee being able to get his army 
] back to Richmond, or even so far as the upper 
end of the Shenandoah Valley. 

Primes’ Special.] 

General Hooker has gone West. Rumor on 
the streets says he is to relieve the present 
Commander of the Department of the Missis- 
sippi. But thus far this is merely conjecture. 

[Special to tho Tribune.] 

The W T ar Department is pushing the organ- 
ization of colored troops vigorously. The suc- 
cesses of our forces in the West has given new 
impetus to enlistment among the blacks, and 
by autumn rt is estimated that 100,000 negroes 
will be in aims in the Valley of the Mississip- 
pi. 

Intelligence has been received by Commis- 
sioner Dale of the safe removal of the Sioux 
and Winnebago Indians from Minnesota in 
pursuance of an act of Congress. 

They are now located on the Mississippi 
river a few miles above Fort Randall. All 
the goods of the Winnebagoes had arrived. 
The agent had stockaded the agency, and 
everything working well. No further diffi- 
culty apprehended. 

The recent expedition of Admiral Lee up 
James River was not intended as an attack 
on Fort Darling, or any other place. It was 
simply a reconnoissance, the object of which 
being attained, Admiral Lee returned with his 
gunboats. 

New York, July 24. 

The Herald says the United Slates steamer 
Circassian arrived at Fortress Monroe on the 
21st from Charleston on the 19th. A general 
engagement was just commencing as she left. 

Gen. Gillmore has erected a masked battery 
in the woods quite near to Fort Wagner, and 
expressed no doubt but the attack by himself 
and Admiral Dahlgren would prove success- 
ful. 

As the early morning shadows disappeared 
the attack began, and a perfect shower of shot 
and shell was poured into Fort Wagner. 

The Circassian’s orders werejimperative, and 
she could not stay to see the termination of 
the day s fighting. 

The Times' Paris letter says there are some 
street rumors in circulation within a day or 
two which I give you only as rumors. 

Another change has been made, according 
to these reports, in the Mexican programme. 
Mexico is to be placed under a French protec- 
torate, or is to become a colony of France, 
with a French prince for Governor. 

The Confederates have renounced all idea 
of regaining the Mississippi river and the 
trans- Mississippi country without foreign aid. 
Slidell’s visits to the Emporor and foreign 
ministers very lately are said to be in connec- 
tion with this new state of things in Missis- 
sippi. 

They are concocting schemes for an alliance 
against the United States with a view of se- 
curing the one Mexico and the other the 
Mississippi Valley. 

The tall of Vicksburg and Port Hudson, 
they say, will throw Jeff Davis and Napoleon 
in each other’s arms, and will be the final 
blow which will precipitate an alliance that 
only hangs fire because the question of the 
Mississippi will become the hazard turn con- 
trary to present expectations. 

It is this, they say, which makes Napoleon 
so lukewarm on the question of Poland. It 
is this which makes him continually say Mex- 
ico is the big affair of the moment, and it is 
this which has so suddenly demanded such 
large reinforcements in Mexico, for a whole di- 
vision under the viceroy has been ordered to 
prepare itself for departure in September, and 
several vessels are about to sail with rein- 
forcements of men and material, and yet the 
Government papers declared afrer the fall of 
Puebla there were enough men now in Mexi- 
co to finish the campaign. 

It is also ascertained on all hands that the 
Emperor, finding that he can’t induce Eng- 
land to join him in hostile measures against 
the United States, or rather, perhaps, not de- 
sert us, England should join him, and yet, 
anxious to give himself the aid of an ally, he 
is now treating with Spain on this subject, 
and that Spain shows a willingness to second 
the Emperor’s views. 

Rumor adds that Marshal O'Donnell, who is 
here and going north to Berlin, ostensibly for 
the purpose of consulting the famous occnli3t 
Greiffe, for his eyes, is in fact in treaty with 
the Emperor in question, in arranging the af- 
! fairs or the Mexican Gulf for their mutual 
• benefit. 

The bark Lengarilla, from Rio Janeiro, re- 
ports that the ship Jabes Snow, from Newport, 
England, for Montevideo, with coal, was cap- 
tured, May 25tb, by the pirate and burned. 
Also the bark Amazon, from New York for 
Montevideo, was captured and burned, June 2, 
by the same pirate. 

The crews arrived at Rio June 9. The ship 
George Griswold was at Rio, discharging her 
Cardiff cargo. She was captured by the pi- 
rate Georgia, and bonded for $100,000. This 
was the vessel which took in a cargo of pro- 
duce to starving Englishmen. 

PoUGHKEErsiK, N. Y., July 23. 

The five mile race for the single skullboat 
championship of American waters, between 
Harnul, of Pittsburg, Pa., and Ward, of New- 
burg, took place to-day. It was won by Ward 
beating Haraill by two lengths. Time 42 
minutes and 29 seconds. 

Cincinnati, July 24. 

Shortly after Morgan crossed the Musking- 
um, yesterday, he was attacked by the militia 
under Col. Hall with two pieces of artillery. 
Fifteen rebels were killed and several wound- 
ed. His progress was twice checked by Col. 
Hall, but he finally escaped via Cumberland, 
Guernsey county, which place he lelt last 
night at 7 o’clock. 

This morning he crossed the Central Ohio 
Railroad at Campbell’s, but was so closely pur- 
sued by Gen. Shackleford that he had no time 
to do any damage beyond burning the depot 
and tearing up some track. 

At 9 o'clock this morning he reached Wash- 
ington, Gurnsey county, where he did consid- 
erable damage by plundering, kc. Shackelford 
j is close behind him. 



A courier, who arrived from tho vicinity of 
Taylorsville at noon, reports that a squad of 
about fifty men got detached from Morgan’s 
command when he crossed the Muskingum, 
and are prowling around the country, burn- 
inghouses and wheat stacks and killing stock 
A force of three hundred men has been sent 
after them. 

Philadelphia, July 24. 

A special to the Philadelphia Inquirer from 
Cbambersburg, July 23, says the enemy, ex- 
cept his cavalry scouts, abandoned Hodgeas- 
ville yesterday. 

Part of Ewell's corps, with 16 cannon, fell 
back toward Martinsburg. 

It is reported that the enemy crossed a cav- 
alry force at Hancock this forenoon. 

It is slated that water will be readmitted 
in a portion of the Chesapeake aud Ohio ca- 
nal this week. 

Lee left Winchester with his staff yesterday 
morning, going in the direc ionofMiddleburg 
and Strasburg. His heaviest force is now in 
and around Winchester. He has been rein- 
forced from lower Virginia and No:th Caro- 
lina by 10,000 men, under W. II. Hill. 

Baltimore, July 23. 

There was a disposition to resist the en- 
rollment in the vicinity of Jarvettsvillc, Hart- 
ford county, Md., to-day. The barn of the 
enrolling officer was burned with 500 bushels 
of corn, also a barn of Jame3 Terry, with its 
contents, and one house. 

Six shots were fired into the window of the 
residence of the enroling officer.

■ We publish on the first page of this 
morning’s J ournal an editorial article that is 
too extended for our editorial page. We beg 
to call the attention of our readers to the arti- 
cle. 

Our Danger and Our Duty. — Kentucky 
is about to pass a crisis involving to a greater 
extent the interests of our Commonwealth 
than any we have heretofore encountered. 
It has been proved beyond a doubt that par- 
tisans of the rebel army are now disbanding 
in order that they may organize themselves 
into bands, large or small, to make predatory 
raids into those portions of our State not pro- 
tected by the presence of a loyal force. In all 
the Southern counties the people are cursed 
■with numerous guerilla bands, engaged at 
present in stealing, but doubtless making 
preparations for the equally important 
work of controlling the approaching elec- 
tion in the State. We do not speak from 
mere conjecture but from the evidence of a 
gallant and well-known officer of a Kentucky 
cavalry regiment, whose name, for prudential 
reasons, we conceal, but whose statement we 
have before us in writing, and from it we take 
such facts as will warn our people of their 
danger. A short time since, this officer, ac- 
companied by a small party of gentlemen, 
some of whom belonged to the home guard of 
a town near the Southern border, left that 
place and travelled about forty miles in the di- 
rection of the Cumberland river and through 
the northern portions of the counties of Sum- 
ner and Macon, in Tennessee. For the pur- 
pose of obtaining information and accomplish- 
ing good, this party travelled under the as- 
sumed character of rebel guerillas. The re- 
gion through which they passed is intensely 
disloyal, but its inhabitants, for the purpose 
of accomplishing their wicked designs, have 
visited the Post Commander at Gallatin, 
Tenn., taken the oath of allegiance to the 
United States government, executed bonds, 
and obtained protection papers. When a for- 
aging or scouting party of the Federal army 
visits them, they Haunt their protection 
papers in the face of the officer 
and are unmolested, and yet they are 
in constant communication with the gue- 
rilla thieves and marauders, and boast of it 
unreservedly when they apprehend no dan- 
ger. This party saw their camps, and con- 
versed with many of the citizens, who 
undisguisedly told them that they were ac- 
quainted with the horse-stealing operations 
going on in the border counties, that they 
gave aid and encouragement to them, and 
that many of the horses stolen from Kentucky 
■were then concealed in that region. All of 
these traitors and criminals, with their pro- 
tection papers in their pockets, boasted 
that they were as great rebels as ever, 
and claimed that they could serve the 
Southern Confederacy better in the posi- 
tion they then occupied than if they were 
in open rebellion. They were conversant 
■with all the guerilla leaders, and gave all the 
particulars of the murder of Mr. Norvell, in 
Simpson county, by Harper and Berryman, 
and stated that it had bgen determined that 
every member of a home guard company in 
Allen county should go as Norvell did. They 
■were all to be murdered, and their property 
confiscated — there the polite term for robbery. 

These protected rebels were much troubled 
by the recent reverses of their friends on 
the Mississippi and at Gettysburg, but express- 
ed their determination to counterbalance these 
Josses by getting possession of Kentucky. As 
a first step toward obtaining a foothold on our 
State, they declared that they were to procure 
the election of Mr. Wickliffe as Governor, and 
defeat as many of the Union Democratic can- 
didates for Congress and the Kentucky Legis- 
lature as possible, in order to get the control 
of the State government. With the view of 
operating in the elections of our State their 
organization is now consummated, or nearly 
so. Their plans are complete, consisting in 
part of extensive raids to be made about elec- 
tion time, wherever it can be done, particularly 
in the counties on the Tennessee border, from 
one end of our State to the other. Wherever it 
can be effected, the voting is to be done by con- 
trolling the polls and requiring the no-more- 
men-and-no-more-money candidates to be 
voted for. These raids were also intended to 
alarm Union men and deter them from going 
to the election. They said that their last hope 
was to force Kentucky into the Southern 
Confederacy. If that can be done, it com- 
pensates for their recent defeats, and then, 
they say, their condition and that of “their 
government” will be no worse than it was 
before the Fourth of July reverses. All con- 
cur in this, that they must have Kentucky, 
and this is the insolent vaunt of the Ten- 
nessee rebels now basking in prosperity 
under the protecting influence of the United 
States Government. As a part of the op- 
erations of this organization, numerous 
bodies of guerillas are now at work in the 
border counties, alarming the people and pre- 
paring the public mind for the panic under 
the influence of which they are to be thrown 
about the first of August. 

Such is the danger which menaces ourState, 
and it is idle, it would indeed be criminal, to 
disguise its magnitude. What then is 
our duty? In the first place the 
Federal army must extend all possi- 
ble protection to the border counties, about the 
time of the election, not to interfere w ith it, but 
to have it held according to law. As there is a 
scarcity of cay airy, commanders of forces 
should, temporarily at least, mount their men 
by pressing into the service the horses of citi- 
zens. The polls at all the precincts should be 
left free for all legal voters, but the citizens 
must not depend entirely upon the military 
protection. Every Union man should go 
to his voting place determined to cast his 
suffrage for the candidate pledged to sus- 
tain the institutions of the country and to 
uphold the government in spite of the weak- 
ness and wickedness of a temporary adminis- 
tration, and equally determined, so far as pos- 
sible, to see that all other lawful voters shall 
be free to do likewise. Such a course on the 
part of the people would go far to circumvent 
the operations of those who would ruin the 
country, and in most instances would deter 
them from any attempt to carry out their de- 
signs. In addition to this, the laws govern- 
ing elechons, and particularly the act on the 
subject of expatriation, should b« fully un- 
derstood by the officers holding them, and 
no person should be permitted to vote 
•who has knowingly given aid or comfort 
to the rebellion. Every true Union man and 
patriot should determine, that, in this the clos- 
ing struggle for the salvation of Kentucky 
and of the nation, he will discharge his 



whole duty against any opposition which may 
be attempted. The Tennessee rebels, who 
have projected these raids upon our State on 
election dil T t regard the contest to be then de- 
cided as no single between Union men or 
Union parties, but e2?bhtieaiiy one between 
the rebel Confederacy and the nation. If the 
Union Democratic candidates in Kentucky can 
be defeated, and men elected pledged to the 

no-more-men-and-no-more-money doctrine, 

they will regard it as a secession victory in 
Kentucky, an endorsement of the Southern 
Confederacy, and an intention to place our 
beloved and loyal old Commonwealth within 
the embraces of the rebels andunder the juris- 
diction of Jeff Davis. Kentuckians! are you 
willing to be so regarded and placed? We 
know you are not. Then place yourselves on 
the watchtowers of your country, and assert, 
with manly determination, the rights belong- 
ing to you under your government. If you 
fail to do this, you are ruined. 

The war against the Union is virtually end- 
ed; the war against the Constitution is now 
about to commence. — Lou. Democrat. 

“The war against the Constitution is sow 
about to commence” 1 This is pretty talk for 
an Editor who professes to be so much of a 
conservative that he has had to leave the con- 
servative party because it isn't conservative 
enough to suit him; — about as pretty as the 
following talk, uttered by the same Editor in 
reference to the war power of the President: 

One of the plain incidents of this power 
IS TO arrest by the military, and to hold 

ANY ONE IN HIS JUDGMENT AIDING THE ENEMY; 
AND HE HAS A RIGHT BY LAW TO HOLD SUCH 
PERSONS IN SPITE OF A COCRT. 

Our neigbboi in order to be consistent must 
necessarily hold that in the matter of milita- 
ry arrests there has been no “war against the 
Constitution” in the pa3t, and, according to 
his doctrine, we do not very well see how such 
a war is ever to commence in the future, as 
the doctrine makes the President in this par- 
ticular a Constitution to himself; but our 
neighbor, so far as we remember, is not bound 
in like manner to hold that there has been no 
war at all against the Constitution in the past. 
We hope the remark is an inadvertency, and 
that our neighbor is not “ about to com- 
mence” to advocate the constitutionality of 
all of the administration's past measures. His 
advocacy of the constitutionality of mili- 
tary arrests is enough in all conscience for a 
pink of conservatism. But there is no telling 
what our neighbor will advocate next. We 
advise bis new friends to keep an eye on him. 

The Journal actually affirms the substantial 
statement about our meeting with Captain 
Hiues. We now denounce the whole story as 
a falsehood. There is not a word of truth ia 
the representation of our meeting Capt. Hines 
— not a word of truth in it. It is, in short, a 
lie. The Journal, seriously to all appearance, 
wants to know if we did not assure Captain 
Hines of our gratification at seeing him. Not 
only do we deny it, but we say that the man 
who affirms it is a liar. — Democrat.

Our no-more-men-and-no-more-money 
ighbors count largely on the defection of the 
'erman citizens when they anticipate majori- 
ties for their party in the upper Wards of our 
city. We have no fears of this. The Federal 
ea have been swelled greatly by German 
unteers, and there is a warlike spirit in 
r nationality which renders them invalu- 
f e soldiers. But those Germans who have 
volunteered know full well the fate that 
aits them if the policy of the Democrat 
ull prevail and Kentucky be delivered 
r to the tender mercies of the Confederacy, 
ey have read that many of their country- 
n were in Charleston when the war broke 
;; if naturalized they were conscripted, and, 
they were still alien citizens, their foreign 
btection papers availed them but little. A 
mber of workmen in Charleston refused 
to join a military company, and ex- 
j in self- defence these protection papers; 
rebel military commandant quickly sent 
em and their papers to an enrolling officer, 
ho, says the Charleston Courier, “as quickly 
foi warded them to Morris Island, where ditch- 
ing is going on, and foreign papers are not 
espected.” It, however, hardly needed this 
to convince the Germans that one day’s cccu- 
ation of Louisville by a Confederate army 
ould see them all as conscripts in that army, 
hey must uphold the men who are ready to 
uphold the Union and carry on the war until 
rebellion is crushed, or they will be ground 
’own by the most remorseless military des- 
potism the world ever knew. We repeat, we 
have no fears of any defection on the part of 
ur German citizens, who have been so 
Staunchly Union. When the recent enrol- 
ment was ordered, they rallied in immense 
companies, with bands of music, and, devoted 
:hemselves to drill in a manner that evinced 
determination to give all invaders a warm re- 
ception. Men who are thus true to their du- 
ies as citizens will never be found aiding reb- 
els or the sympathizers with rebellion. 

Lieutenant Colonel J. F. Lauck, com- 
the 33d Kentucky infantry, who 
Union candidate for the Legislature 
Simpson county, has a noble and loyal 
bord. Born and educated in Virginia, he 
,me to Kentucky and practised law. He 
pported the Fillmore ticket in 1856, and, 
jjie rebellion broke out, ranged him- 
self boloJ^^he side of the Union in Logan 
county, when^ the then resided. In the 
election of 1861 he spoke through the coun- 
ties of Logan, Warren, Todd, and Simp- 
son, at a time when personal danger was in- 
volved in the work. When Buckner entered 
the State, he, with his family, was compelled 
to leave the State and suffer exile, rather than 
submit to the edicts of those who had dared 
to raise the standard of revolt on Kentucky 
soil. While absent he assisted in raising the 
66th Ohio, a regiment which has battled nobly 
in the army of the Potomac.

Cincinnati, July 24. 

The cavalry expedition, under Col. Zoland, 
of the 34th Ohio mounted infantry, and Col. 
Powell, of the 2d Virginia cavalry, sent by 
Brigadier-General Scammon^trom Charleston, 
Va., to cut the Virginia and Tennessee rail- 
road at Wytheville, has been successful. 

They captured Wytheville, after a severe 
fight, and took one hunCred and twenty pris- 
oners, two pieces of artillery, and seven hun- 
dred Etam^of arms. Our loss, in killed and 
wounded, is about sixty-five. Colonel Zoland 
and Captain Delaney, of Cincinnati, are killed. 
Colonel Powell is severely wounded. The 
enemy lost seven ty-fiTe killed, and a large 
number wounded. 

Our troops were fired on by citizens from 
the houses. The town was to ally destroyed. 
The command reached Fayetteville yesterday 
after a hard march of over 300 miles. 

Major Krause, of the 86th Ohio, had a skir- 
mish with the rebels at eleven o’clock this 
morning, driving them out of Washington. 

When last heard from Morgan was at Win- 
chester, twelve miles northeast of Cambridge, 
moving toward the Steubenville and Indiana 
railroad, closely pursued by our forces. 

Washington, July 24. 

It is definitely ascertained that Lee’s main 
army is at or near Winchester. He has made 
no general advance down the valley. 

Gen. Wadworth’s resignation will not, it is 
said, be accepted, but that, owing to the num- 
ber of general officers in the 1st corp9, he will 
be transferred to some other command. 

An official order fixes the total monthly 
pay of the Provost Marshals under the enrol- 
ment act at $129 50, and that of the Surgeon 
and Commissioner at $112 83. 

The Government has decided oh active 
measures regarding the fitting out of the rebel 
iron-c ad fleet in England. The authorities 
are urged to issue letters of marque and re- 
prisal in view of increase of pirates. 

Fobtbkss Monroe, July 24. 

The Richmond Whig of the 24th says: The 
evacuation <f Jackson, Miss., left in the ban’s 
of the enemy the rolling stock of the New 
Orleans, Jackson, and Great Northern, the 
Mississippi, and the M ssississippi and Tenne - 
see railroads. The motive power alone con- 
sisted of over forty engines. The loss is in- 
calcuable, important, and irreparable. 

NotbiDg goes well in the Southwest. 

The Federal cavalry raid from Newbern, N. 
C., learhed Rocky Mount, on the Wilmingtrn 
and Weldon Railroad, on the 20th, and de- 
s royed two miles of track. The bridge over 
the Neuse river, which is 1,000 fee: long, wes 
burned, thereby cutting off communication 
f.r some weeks. 

Fortress Monroe, July 23. 

The following is from the Petersburg Ex- 
press of July 23: From passengers who 
reached here yesterday morning on the train 
from Weldon we gather a few particulars of 
the raid on Rocky Mount, N. C. 

The gang numbered between 400 and 600, 
and came up from Washington, N. C. This i3 
the ronte supposed to have been taken, for 
Rocky Mount, though about the same distance 
from Plymouth as Washington, the roads from 
the latter point are much the best. Either 
road would bring them to Tarboro, a flourish- 
ing little town in Combe county, 18 miles from 
Rocky Mount, where, until recently, the 
Government has had immense supplies of 
bacon, corn, &c. The raiders reached Rocky 
Mount about twelve o’clock, meeting with no 
resistance, except a small quad of fifteen or 
twenty men guarding the bridge over the 
Ear river, near Rocky Mount. 

Of course we did not seek an engagement 
with such odds, but we presume they retired 
in good order. The Federals immediately 
ploceeded to bum the dej o’, destroy the 
water tank, and commit acts of vandalism in 
this vicinity. They also burnt about 5,000 
bales of cotton, be on ring chit fly to pri- 
vate individuals. A squad repaired to a large 
cotton factory near by, owned by Wm. S. 
Battle, and that splendid building and all its 
valuable machinery was speedily reduced. 
This is a serious loss to all that portion of the 
State, as well as the south side of Virginia. 

A very large quantity of cotton yarns made 
at the factory were purchased by the people 
of Eastern North Carolina and the south side 
of Virginia, who, since the war, have been 
largely engaged in manufacturing this thing 
for home consumption. 

The regular mail ira ; n for Wpmington 
passed just three minutis before the arrival of 
i he raiders, and thus made a narrow escape 
from capture. The train on the Tarboro 
branch of the road was not so fortunate, for it 
was captured by the raiders, and two car 
loads of ammunition and over thirty thou- 
sand pounds of bacon captured. 

They also attempted to destroy the care and 
locomotives. We understand they only par- 
tially succeeded. The train from Weldoo, 
which reached here yesterday afternoon, 
brought no intelligence later than the above. 
Travel and telegraphic communication be- 
tween Weldon and Wilmington is now inter- 
rupted, and we can send no one who is able.to 
inform us when it will be resumed. We learn 
that a military force sufficiently large to pre- 
vent a repetition of the destruction effected on 
Monday is now at hand on the road, but un- 
foitunately they are just time to be too late. 
The damage ha? been done 

Lahr . — We loam by telegraph from Wil- 
mington that the bridge was destroyed by the 
raidere that spanned the river near Rocky 
Mount. It was a most substantial structure, 
some 306 yards long. The track for a distance 
of a mile or two was torn up, and other dam- 
age was effected, which will require a week or 
more to repair. Travel, it is thought, 
will be time ; thrown away to repair the 
Wilmington and Weldon Railroad, for the 
Yankee cavalry will be able to reach it in two 
hours’ time whenever they feel so disposed 
and so destroy the track.

New York, June 24. 

The steamer Geo. Cromwell, from New Or- 
leans, is signalled. 

The 3hip Guiding Star, from Calculta, re- 
ports that on the 20tb she was boarded by the 
brig Antonio, from New York for Balizs, who 
reported that on the 18tb, in lat. 36°, on the 
scuthern edge of the gulf stream, she saw a 
sharp- rigged privateer with one large gun 
amidships chasing a large ship.

AN ACT to amend chapter 15 of tho Revised Statutes, 

entitled “Citizens, Expatriation, aud Alicus.” 

{ 1. Tic it enacted by the General Assembly of the Com - 
momrralth of Kentucky, That any citizen of this State 
w bo Klia'l enter into the service of the so-called Con- 
federate States, in either a civil or military capacity, 
or into the serv ice of the so-called Provisional Govern- 
ment of Kentucky, in either a civil or military capac- 
ity, or having heretofore entered such service of either 
the Confederate States or Provisional Government, 
shall continue n such service after this act takes ef- 
fect, or shall take up or contiuue in arms against the 
military forces of the United States or the State of 
Kentucky, or shall give voluntary' aid and assistance 
to those in arms against said forces, shall be deemed to 
have expatriated him-elf, and -h ill no longer bo a 
citizen of Kentucky, nor shaft he again be a citizen, 
except by permission of the Legislature by a general or 
sje< ial statute. 

{2. That whenever a person attempts or is called 
on to exercise any of the constitutional or legal 
rights and privileges belonging only to citizens of 
Kentucky, he may be required to negative on oath the 
expatriation provided in the first section of this act; 
aud upon his failure or refusal to do so, shall not be 
permitted to exercise any such right or privilege. 

I 3. This act to bo of force iu thirty days from and 
af»or its passage. 

Passed and became a law, the objections of the Gov- 
ernor to the contrary notwithstanding, March 11, 1662. 

All papera throughout the State will pub- 
lish this proclamation and the accompanying 
act nntil the election, and send bills to the 
Secretary of State. jy22 dte 

The following is the affidavit which may be 
used to negative the expatriation provided in 
the first section of the above act, upon the 
failure or refusal to take which no one can 
run for an office or vote for a candidate. It is 
the duty of all election officers to require it. 

You, A. B., do solemnly swear that since 
the 11th day of April, 1862, you have not en- 
tered into or been in the service of the so- 
called Confederate States, nor in the service 
of the Provisional Government of Kentucky, 
in either a civil or mjlitary capacity — and you 
do further solemnly swear that since the said 
11th day of April, 1862, you have not taken 
up or been in arms against the military forces 
or the United States, or the military forces of 
the State of Kentucky — and you do further 
solemnly swear that since the said 11th day of 
April, 1862, you have in no way, either di- 
rectly or indirectly, given any voluntary aid 
or assistance to any person or persons who 
were in arms against the military forces of the 
United States or the military forces of the 
State of Kentucky. So help you God.
